1 . The proposed amendment filed 2/2/2006 will not be entered because the proposed 
amendments change the scope of the claims and require further consideration and/or search. 
Specifically, the claims have been amended, for example, to change the scope of "small 
molecule" to "an endoglucanase substrate" (claims 88-92, 95, 96, 112, 115, 116, 126) which 
changes the scope of the claims and requires further consideration and search. Additionally, the 
amendments to change fragment lengths coupled with altered % identity designations (for 
example, claim 93), and specifically the addition of % identity to fragment lengths of SEQ ID 
NO 1 (for example claim 1 12) as well as the amendments to add specific hybridization 
conditions (for example, claims 123 and 124) change the scope of the claims, requiring further 
consideration and/or search. 

2. The response's arguments at page 15 are directed to the proposed amended claims and 
will not be addressed as they do not pertain the instantly pending claims. It should be noted that 
with regard to the rejection of claims under 35 USC 1 12/first paragraph, the response recites that 
the scope of the genus has been limited and that the rejection should be overcome. Should 
applicants wish to pursue entry of the claims and file an RCE, it is suggested that more specific 
arguments be included to specifically address the limitations with regard to the Wands factors 
and grounds of rejection already in place.
